CHINESE M ERCHANTS DISCUSS 
INFLATED EXCHANGE 


THE RENT PROBLEM 


-The members of the Co-operative 
Society of the Twenty-four Commiercial 
Guilds, met last night to discuss the 
possible stabilising of the local silver 
dollar. . * 

Mr. Ho Kwong was in the chair, and 
addressing the meeting said in part:— 

1 think itis my duty to call your at- 
4ention to the currency problem that 
js at the moment causing great hard- 
ship to Hong Kong. 

The rise of the value of the eur- 
rency. alove normal, or its fall below 
pormal are hoth’ most harmful to the 
Colony. It means. in time the loss of 
our trade and ean only’ result in the 
exodus of merchants and merchant 
firms, and with them their employees. 
I would mention that the normal value

of our currency should be the. same as 
the silver dollar currency in Shanghai, 
since Hong Kong and Shanghai both 
compete for the trade of China. 


i have heard it suggested that the 
hanks are anxious to inflate the value 
of the currency of: the Colony still fur- 
ther. but suclr a viewpoint is ridiculous. 
Are not the banks here anxious to do 
husiness? Can. anyone imagine scri- 
ously that any bank would adopt @ 
policy that would result in closing up 
jn the course of time; but there it is, 
susiness is fast disappearing. 


“Doz Eating Dog” 


At the end of 1928 the Colony’s cur- 
veney was standing at over eight. per 
cent. hither than it should have done. 
Of cource this eight per cent. was set 
off by a higher exchange rate with for- 
eign vountries and therefore prices in 
Hong Kong were les than_in Shanghai. 


Dealers Afraid 


Even to-day with a premium in for- 
eign exchange of aver eighteen per cent. 
no dealer can afford to take the risk 
of making purchases, as there 7s no 
knowing how many Canton dollarg will 
be needed for one hundred Hong Kong 
dollars when the goods arrived. On the 
other hand if the Hong Kong dealers 
buy and simultaneously sell to Canton 
dealers and the latter settle exchange 
at 134 Canton dollars to 100 Hong Kong 
dollars, they may be on the wrong 
side by the time the goods arrive, 2s 
it might be possible at that time to buy 
Hong Kong dollars at.a lower figure. 
Of course it is just possible that the 
Canton dealers may have done we:] by 
settling, but it is quite enough to have 
the usual silver fluctuation risk to dea! 
with, without having to contend with a 
fnrther loral currency problem. 

Under present conditions the local 
banks ave powerless and cannot assist 
us. 

In view of the enormous difference 
between the value of the bank note and 
the silver doHar it is hardly fair to 
expect a bank to give a note in ex- 
change for silver, but if at the time note 
issuing facilities were granted to the 
banks such an exchange had been made 
compulsory by legistation, the position 
in which we find ourselves to-day could 
never have arisen. 

The normal adjustment of exchange 
would be inevitable if a large import 
business was being done in the Coleny, 
but without this brake, the inflation 
ean go on unrestricted, and there is no 
knowing to what height the Hong Kong 
doliar note value may Soar. 

Every day the position is getting 
worse and I consider it essential that 
we should pass a resolution asking the 
Government to investigate the matter 
publicly, without delay, and take what- 
lever action is found necessary to bring 
the Hong Kong currency down to the 
parity of silver even {fit means with- 
drawing the note issuing facilities 
from the banks, and issuing?a standard 
Government bank note. 


The Rent Problem — 


I also wish to bring to your notice 
another issue affecting . the Chinese 
merchants and tradesmen in general, 
namely, the rent problem. There is 
no denying the fact that the rents of 
the commercial houses and shops, even 
in the busiest areas, are far too high, 
Looking at the matter from all possible 
points of yew, it is not only economi- 
cally sound that the raising of rent 
should be checked by‘legislature, but it 
is also equally: justifiable that the in- 
terest and welfare of the merchants 
and tradesmen should be safeguarded.

DEVELOPMENT OF SWITCHGEAR 


— ‘ 


HIGH STATE OF PERFECTION 
NOWADAYS 

In tracing the progress vf clec- 
trical machinery, switchgear appara- 
tus is apt to be overlooked. This is 
the natural result since switchgear 
is not spectacular in its operation, 
nor is it placed in prominent leca- 
tions. Take a large generator for 
instance which - figuratively sets 
majestically on a pedestal in the cen- 
tral part of the power station where 
it can be seen from all points of the 
compass. On the other hand, switch- 
gear is hidden away from the cyes 
of the public at large, compacted into 
a minimum of space and enclosed in 
tomb-like. compartments. Yet switch- 
gear is vital to the operation of all 
electrical systems. The present high 
state. of development in the electrical 
industry. is to no small: extent the 
result of the progress that has been 
made in switchgear design. ~ 

In our lurge generating stations of 
to-day we find that switchgear has 
been developed to such a high’ state 
of perfection that thé’ stations are 
almost automatic in their operation. 
Regulators keep the voltage of the 
generators at a constant value, Re- 
lays of various types watch the huge 
costly ‘generators ineessantly, ready 
lo disconnect thea: from the circuit 
at the lesst sign of trouble, signs 
whieh an operator could not detect. 
Oil circuit breakers which can open 
circuits in which the power flowing 
equals millions of horse-power stand 
ready to operate at the command of 
the relays to isolate sections of lines 
where trouble develops, or to discon- 
nect the ‘generators from the line. _ 

Many hydro-electric generating sta- 
tions built recently are operated: en- 
tirely by automatic means, Built off 
jin remote vlaces, these stations start 
themselves tvhen their power is re- 
quired, and stop when it is not need- 
ed. Fhe switchgear equipment is so 
complete that the protection given the 
generators is better than an_ attend- 
ant could give. The expensive item 
of providifg —tliving quarters for 
three shifts of. attendants is elimin- 
ated, thus reducing materiaily the 
first cost of the statlon, as well as 
its operating cost. 

Among the recent switchgear de- 
velopments, supervisory contro] takes 
an important place. With this equip- 
ment installed in automatic stations, 
and the master control set in the 
chief operator's office, the chief 
operator has at his finger tips in- 
stant control: of the operation of 
every station. He can start and 
atop each station at will. He can 
open or close any breaker. He can 
obtain instrument readings. In 
short, he-can do anything that could 
be done by having operators in each 
of the stations to execute insiruc- 
tions given them by telephone. The 
automatic station gives this sddi- 
tional advantage—the operations are 
completed much more quickly by 
supervisory - control, and the chief 
operator receives a signal the in- 
stant the operation is completed. 

An interesting application of this 

type of control-is the. Televox or 
Mechanical Man, which has attracted 
wide spread attentiod. 
-Not only in generating stations 
has automatic switchgear been. suc- 
eessfully applied. In distributing 
stations we find equipment of this 
character constantly on guard to pre- 
vent trouble from injuring equip- 
ment, and interrupting service. If 
trouble occurs on a distribution line, 
this equipment disconnects the line, 
then after a short interval closes it 
again. If the trouble still persists, 
additional closings are made at long- 
er time intervals, aml if the trouble 
is permanent the equipment locks 
the circuit breaker in the! open posi- 
tion until it is closed by hand, The 
suceess of this equipment lies in the 
fact that ninety per cent. of the 
trouble is but temporary, and the 
eause is removed by the time of the 
second or third closing of the break- 
er. a as” SORE ee 

The interconnecting of large power 
system during the past: few years 
has created the need for circuit 
breakers of ‘larger rupturing capa- 
city. =

When he goes to college he con- 
tinues to play his school games ot 
takes up. other games. “If he is 
taught that exercise is important 
‘at home, it is impressed upon him 
when he comes out to India that his 
life ‘is actually dependent on Pia) 
taking sulficient exercise. 


So che plays tennis, or rows, or. 


rides, but as he is kept busy in his! 
office until 6 o’clock on each night 
of the week, he has to crowd all 
his exercise. into the week-end. 
“He isa young man with a healthy. 
appetite, so he probably eats too 
much and possibly also drink a 
little too freely, and secon he ae- 
quires a “liver.” Ae 

“His friends say ‘Ah, 
through not taking sufficient exer- 
cise.” So next week-end he ‘takes 
twice as much exercise and on Mon- 
day morning he atrives in his office 
an irritable,. pessimistic and ex- 
hausted wreck. In time he finds 
that in order to keep fit it is neces- 
sary to take exercise during the 
week, but he still over-exercises dur- 
ing the week-end. He eventually 
becomes a slave to his exercise; he 
feels. quit sure that he will become 
ill if he misses it for a single day. 
if he does miss ithe certainly feels 
il and possibly. is ill. 

The Worst Fiend 

“The worst «xercise fiend: is 
usually a somewhat portly man who 
quite obviously eats too much. He 
tries to balance excessive assimila- 
If 
this man would eat half the amount 
he usually eats and would take half 
‘tthe exercise he usually takes he 
would be a very much fitter man 
and might even reduce his figure— 
and thus achieve his Mecca. 

“A definite rile for exercise 
which is applicable to everybody 
cannot be laid down. Some men 


seem to require sore. exercise than 


others, but this is very largely a 
Matter of habit, and probably near- 
ly anyone whose work does tot con- 
fine him rigidly to one chair 
throughout the day could aecustom 
himself to a very much more modest 
exercise routine than that of the 
average European of the present 
day, say one hour of tennis or half 
an hour of squash during the week, 
and. two afternoons of tennis—of 
not more than three sets each if it 
is the hot weather—or two rounds 
of golf during the week-end. 

“If he finds that he gets livery 
then he must look-to his food for the 
cause and regulate his diet. For! 
the man who never moves from his 
office chair the addition of a short 
daily walk would certainly be 
beneficial. : 

“We have perhaps. drawn slightly 
exaggerated pictures but there is 
very little doubt that the European 
in the tropics does-on the whole 
tend to take too much exercise.”

|WINDJAMMER DAYS|: 


DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THEN 
AND NOW 


NEW PRINCIPLES. 


, 

In the old windjammer days sailors 
used to aptly describe the variely of 
views held by shipmasters and. officers 
concerning routine and methods. of ‘ap- 
plication hy the term, “Different ships 
—different long splices.” To-day when 
the methods of splicing are carried out 
in rigging lefts ashore, such nautical 
expressions no longer apply. ‘Take, for 
example, the~ officer personnel of two 
steamers of equal tonnage, one hailing 
from the Tyne and the other from, 
say, London: and view the contrast of 
outlook on the part of their masters 
and officers. It is so vivid that there 
is no comparison between them. 

The dear kind-hearted. old “Geordie” 
skipper and mates have been’ nursed in 
ideas which were derived from cnast- 
ing brigs and Black Sea tramps. The 
latter was one of the first trades in 
which steamers of the. “warehouse” 
type were so profitably employed that 
the owners attached little value to a 
man who could not make money for 
them, and incidentally money for them- 
selves at the same time. 

The Londoner had, asa rule, an en- 
tirely divergent opinion of matters. He 
scorned the “tramp” idea and did his 
best to conduct his ship on Hner prin- 
ciples. His officers were not of the type 
that sewed — canvas, cleaned _ bright- 
work, chipped jron rust, or came- on 
watch in dungaree suits preparatory 


te carrying on the work of able seamen. 


In nearly atl London steamers were to 
be found men whe had served their ap- 
prenticeship in the famous London clip- 
per ships, where they were taught to 
be officers from the day they embarked 
on a sea career. In ports of the 
Colonies and elsewhere their ships 
were pittures of cleanliness and 
smartness. All brasswork and deek- 
washing was completed before tight 
bells in the morning watch, and at all 
times .a brasshounder kept watch on 
the poop or gangway. . 

What acontrast hetween the lives of 
youths who served on board the crack 
clipper peckets of London and those of 
the Swansea: copper-ore barques, or the 
“hurgoo” ships of the’ “pound and 
pint” variety. or the Cardiff coal 
ships that made regular ‘round-the- 
Horn voyages, or again, the barques, 
brigs, or ships which transported “black 
'diamonds” anywhere hetween tne 
Baltie and the Indian Ocean. 

In the vessels of the latter class ap- 
prentices were scliem afforded oppor- 
tunities of learning navigation; the 
sooner they became good sailormen thé 
more they ‘were appreciated. If they 
could clean 2 feet more brightwork in 
their watch pn- desk than the bold A.B., 
they were the “old man’s” or the 
mate’s ‘‘white-haired boys.” As a rule, 
able seamen were never sent aloft high- 
er than an upper topsail yard. The 
“togantsails,”” toyals, or skysails were 
the boy’s “pigeon.” 

In ships of this ‘same class, if the 
“old man" wanted to land usually at 
the ship chandler’s, and be rowed from 
the outer anchorage to the shore five 
miles away, the lads in dungarees and 
badge-caps carried out the beat work. 
They might be seen hanging around 
wharves from the forenoon until after 


dark, unless there was coal to be dis- 


charged, lighters towed off, or pro- 
visions to be put on board. Then 
when the work of the day was ended 
and tired sailors sought the solace of 
a grimy “pew,” where stinking slush 
lamps dimly showed an “Armstrong” 
windlass and a rusty creeking cable, 
the boys waited for the master’s plea- 
sure until the wee sma’ hours when he 
and his cronies were tired of chin- 
4 wagging and boasting of their sail- 
powers. 
{ In ships of the category described, the 
; social atmosphere was‘confined te the 
environs of sailortown or localities 
{ where beachcombers of the Seven Seas 
foregathered to solicit tobacco, hard 
tack, or any bits o’ things that appren- 
tices could dispense with. 

But how different was the life of the 
boys on board the clippers. At Colonial 
ports where, in the majority of cases, 
ships moored alongside regular wharves 
voyage after voyage, the environ- 
ment was entirely different. The 
“young gentlemen” of the quarterdeck 
enjoyed picnic parties, boat sailing, 
tennis and entertainment with soial 
People. “The “old man” seldom botler- 
ed them; he and his shore friends oc- 
casionally tame on board for after- 
noon tea and frequently officers and ap- 
prentices assisted to make these social 
functions’ as. pleasant as possible,. So 
ymuch . depended upon the master. 
Again, different ships—different long

There is no gainsaying the fact that 
from these dnys there has come that 
‘distinction of ship routine which dis- 
tinguishes the London: cargo steamer 
from those. of the coal ports.-. The 
Masters and 
officers appear to dress better, and at 
some of the fashionable clubs and West 
End resorts ihe old shellhack charac- 
teristie is entirely absent. They are 
quite indistinguishable out of uniform 
from the rest of the community. 

In a North-country newspaper an 
article ‘recently appeared which pur- 
Ported to express the views held by an 
ancient shipmaster and the” person in 
charge of a marine schoo. The “old 
mani of the sen” {who belonged to some 
gocicty or other) was alleged to have 
stated that ke could not. understand 
what was “coming over” the young 
mates of to-day. They were all bent 
for pleasure, football, golf, tennis, dan- 
cing, anything but si ! They were 
missing the pluns of their profession 

The schoolmaster supported old 
“Sinbad” and more or less endorsed his 
views, which excited much ire and 
ridicule among the alleged culprits of 
the new ‘school, The appellation was an 
unfortunate one, for instead of inspir- 
ing candidates to do better it had the 
contrary effect, Two youths who had 
failed to pass their -first examination 
decided there and then to forgo the 
search for the luscious fruit which the 
ancient one signified. 

They reasoned that if the plums of 
the profession consisted of obtaining 
command of a coal transport which 
offered so much discomfort, long ab- 
sences from home and the uncertainty 
of continuous employment, it would 
be to their advantage to follow a more 
congenial remuneration pursuit, even 
if they had te make a start abroad. 

They were materially helped in ar- 
riving at this decision after reading the 
following parsgraph which appeared 
at the same sine. in a Liverpool con- 
temporary: 

“The general” secretary of the Mer- 
eantile -Marine Service Association 
(My. Tho. Scott), attended the 247th 
meeting of the Central Committee for 
the administration of the Mercantile 
Marine Masters and Offers. Relief 
Fund, ‘which was held recently 
when 14 applications for  assist- 
ance were considered, of which number 
three were newcases. Since the incep- 
tion of the fund the Committee have 
dealt. with 2,060 applications.” 

Yet this old shipmaster and his 
friend the nautical schoolmaster talked 
about the “plums of the profession.” 


“And here we read of 2,000 applications 


for relief! This 2,000 surely had not 


| garnered much in “the orchard,’ for 


evidently. they had been cast. aside wo 
fend. for thenmelves as: well. as’ they 
could on public charity. 

It would be safe to assume that out 
of the 2,000. masters and officers not a 
single one would hold a different 
opinion to that arrived at by the two 
youths who decided that the possession 
of a Board of Trade certificate was 
not worth the seeking.—John Williams 
in the “Nautical Magazine.”

spite of the limitations imposed by 
the existing stokehold and- boiler ar- 
rangements, the results have been 
decidedly encouraging.

ed,. for their decision to equip their 
new cargo ‘vessel “SwiftpooP’? with 
the Brond system of | pulverised-fuel 
burning on all furnaces, It- is cer- 
tainly a little unfortunate’ that the 
order for the vessel was placed, and 
construction commenced, before - it 
was decided te install the system, as 
work on the boilers was too far ‘ad- 
vanced to’ permit their proportions’ to 
be altered to those considered best 
for powdered fuel. The boilers were 
in fact, designed for assbted-draught 
operation, and have tubes 3%4-in. in 
diameter, a dimension. somewhat toe 


large for the best results. to be ob-j; 


tained with’. pulverised-fuel firing. 
In addition, the space in the. stoke- 
hold was none too great for the in- 
stallation of the pulverisers, - sub- 
sidiary bunkers, and other plant, but 
in other respects it has been possible 
to lay out the plant to the best ad- 
vantage, The installation as a whole 
therefore represents’ an advance on 
previous adaptations of the system 
employed, and wilt undoubtedly afford 
yaluable information as to_the per- 
formanee to be. expected from a ves- 
sel designed ab initio for pulverised- 
fuel burning.

25 ft. The ship has a deadweight 
-eapacity of 9,100 tons, and has been 
built to Lloyd’s requirements, The 
engines. are. of the — triple-expansion 
type, driving a single srrew. 
eylinder bores are 26% in, 44 in., 
and 783 in, respectively, the piston 
stroke being 48 in. Steam is-sup- 
plied by three single-ended boilers 
15 ft. 9% in. in internal diameter, 
and 11 ft. 6 in. long. Each boiler 
has a heating surface of 2,644 sq. 
ft., and is suitable for a working 
pressure of 180 Ib. per square ineh. 
It is anticipated that service condi 
tions will call for about 2,050 i.b.p., 
for which the boilers are very liberal- 
ly rated. The vessel is intended for 
general cargo service, and is built 
on somewhat finer lines than those 
usually associated with tramp steam- 
ers, - 


A demonstration .of the working of 
the installation was made on July 31 
before a large number of visitors, 
the vessel being moored to the quay 
at West Hartlepool. Two cf the 
main boilers were supplying steam 
to the engine, and the small amount 
of attention required: to maintain the 
pulverising plant in action was very 
noticeable. There was no appre- 
ciable deposit of dust on any part 
of the vessel during the test, thus 
confirming the good reputation enjoy- 
ed by the Brand system in this res- 
peet. Upon the whole, the layout of 
‘the plant in’ the stokehold appeared 
to have been very carefully thought 
out, .but exeeption may be taken to 
the position of the donkey boiler be- 
tween the two pulverisersz, where it 
very appreciably lessens the available 
floor space. It has already been sug- 
gested that space in the stokehold 
was somewhat limited by the original 
positions of the bulkheads, and the 
duplication of the major portion of 
the plant has not improvéd matters

Viscount Cecil paid tribute to the 
great work France had done, not- 
ably as regards the preparatory 
commission of arbitration. for the 
Locarno and Paris Pact. It would 
be a most profound disappointment, 
he said, if by any action she created 
an impresaion abroad that she was 
reluctant in the cause of digarma- 
ment. : 

Goodwill of France 

Mynheer Loudon, of Holland, 
Chairman_of the Preparatory Com- 
mission on Disarmament, requested 
Viscount Cecil to modify his resolu- 
tion in order to facilitate the work 
of the commission. He hoped the 
latter would have sufficient material 
ready for the first disarmament 
conference. 

M. Massigli (France) doubted the 
advisability of again putting the 
disarmament question on the 
stocks. He thought that the pre- 
paratory work had been detriment- 
ally ‘affected by the non-acceptance 
of the 1924 Protocol, Nobody could 
doubt the goodwill of France, but 
she preferred .to adopt methods 
that at present. were practicable in 
preference to pursuing extreme 
idealistic aims whieh would not 
advance the cause of disarmament. 

Count Bernstorff (Germany) said

WANCHAI TRAGEDY 


- CURTAIN FALLS ON THE 20 
1 CENTS DRAMA ~ 

DEATH SENTENCE PASSED 

The curtain was rung down yester- 
day at the Supreme Court in the 
human story in which a 20-cent piece 
played* s tragie role in the lives of 
two coal eooljes. 

Money is undoubtedly the root of 
all evils and this tragedy which had 
its first part enacted in a most sordid 
section of Wanchsi and the finale in 
His Majesty's Supreme Court where 
his Lordship the Chief Justice, - Sir 
Henry Gollan, sat in’ solemn justice 
over the culprit, was brought to a con- 
clusion_ yesterday with iis Lordship 
donning the “black cap” and passing 
seutence of denth on Yung Kwai-ting, 
. the principal in the cast. 


Labourers’ Haven 


Cross-street, Wanchai; is the In- 
bourers’ haven of refuge. It is there 
the homeless coolics resort, and for a 
few -eopper cents, they cam have a 
square meal of clams,, roasted ducks, 
{dead and not slaughtered hefore being 
rousted), and other delicacies so dear 
to the Chinese. The entire ‘street is 
lined with food stalls, and throughout 
the 24 hours of the day, a seething 
mass of human jetsam and flotsam can 
be found there. 


Money Cuts Friendship 


It was in this labourers’ haven of 
refuge that Ah Tsei, a coal coolic, was 
stabbed {o death by Yung Kwai-ting. 
These two men were the best of 
friends, until they quarrcled over, 
what was to them, the arincely sum of 
20 cents. The quarre!? led to blows and 
the story went that Yung had the 
worst of the encounter. Smarting 
under the defeat sustained, he nursed 
his grievaness, until three days later 
found Ah Tsoi squatting 
quietly alengside a stall partaking of 
ameal, 

_ The Ancient Grudge 

Like Shylock who said to Antonio, 
“Once IT eateh him on the hip, ‘I’ feed 
fat the ancient grudge I bear him,” 
Yung was seid. to have gone up from 


behind and stabbed his enemy on the 
“| chest 


with'a knife. A life in that 
quarter of the city has no value. To 
this mass of human derelicts, death is 
always. welcome. AH Tsoi, therefore, 
did not raise much of 2 fuss when -he 
received the wound. He walked away 
quietly te Tai Yuen Street, where he 
collapsed and died. It is probable that 
his death would have been left un- 
avenged had not the fatherly Police in- 
tervened. 


Two Lives for 26 Cents 

Yung was arrested on the same day. 
He was given a fair trial at the Magis- 
tracy and when he was brought before 
the Higher tribune, a counsel, 
Hing Shing-ic, was retained by the 
Crown for his defence. Seven good 
and true citizens were balloted to sit 
as jury in the trial, which lasted two 
whole days. 

Yesterday.afternoon. the curtain was 
rung down jn this grim tragedy, Yung 
wes found guilty of murder, and hig 
Lordship, donning the black cap, pass- 
ed sentence of death.” With the true 
stoicism of: the coolie class, Yung-re- 
ceived the death sentence unmoved. 
And the 20-cent piece which had cost 
the lives of these two men may have 
changed hands a hundyed times and 
may now be reposing in a street beg- 
gar’s alms receptacle.

ANCIENT SCIENCE 


METHODS OF EARLY CIVIL 
ENGINEERS 
For information regarding the 
instruments used in the laying out 
of the great constructional works 
of antiquily we are mainly indebt- 
ad to the writings of Hero of 


/Alexandris. and of Marcus Vitru- 


vius Poltio, both of whom lived in 
the first century B.C:, and te Sextus 
Julius Frontinus, the-famous writer 
on Roman aqueducts, who. died 
about A.D. 106. Euclid, ~Ar- 
chimedes, Eratosthenes, Apollonius 
and other great mathematicians of 
the first Alexandrian School had 
long since passed away, but they 
had left behind them the classical 
works in geometry and astronomy 
containing those fundamental dis- 
eoveries on which practical. survey- 
ing is based. How successfully the 
principles were applied can be seen 
by the roads,-canals, sewers, tun- 
nels, harbours, reservoirs and 
aqueducts, the remains of which 
to-day testify to the accuracy, per- 
fection and grandeur of the work 
of the civil engineers of those 
times. ‘Yet long before Hero and 
Vitruvius, there had keen great 
constructors. In Egypt, in $700 
B.C., there existed a “Superinten- 
dent of Works” who -had charge of 
the construction of public edifices 
and roads, and the Pyramids stand 
as'a monument to the ingenuity 
and skill of long-forgotten de- 
signers. The Great’ Pyramid is 
estimated to have a mass of over 
6,000,000 tons of stone. Tis base 
is 764ft. @uare, yet in the four 
sides there is only 2 mean error of 


angle from a perfect square. How 
this accuracy was obtained we do 
not know, and we have to wait 
until much later times for the 
description of instruments from 
which -our own have been develop- 
ed.

He 
then goes on. to eulogise “Young 
Chester,” of Worcestershire, and.

quick: he follows every ball and 
this gives the batsman confidence.” 

Chester is. probably the best’ 
known by sight of ali modern um- 
pires, both because of his shell- 
shattered arm, and also because of 
his almost demonstrative devotion 
to his task. The war not only rnin- 
ed his cricketing career, but de- 
prived Worcestershire of her most 
promising player, and England, in 
all probability, of a representative 
batsman. At the age of 16 he play- 
ad for his county twelve times, and 
took 19 wickets at an average of 23 
as a medium pace right-handed 
bowler. a 2 

In 1913, at the age of 17, he made 
three centuries in county cricket, 
including a brilliant 148 not out, 
against Middlesex at Lord’s, secur- 
ing an average of 29, and taking 43 
wickets for an average of 25. At 
that time “Wisden” paid him a 
tribute and said of him: “Very 
rew players in the history of cricket 
have shown such form at the age 
of seventecn and a half. Playing 
with a perfectly straight bat, he de- 
pended to a large extent on his 
watchfulness in defence. He bowls 
with a high, easy action, and, com- 
manding an accurate length, can 
get plenty of. spin on the ball. It 
seems only reasonable to expect 
that‘ when he has gained more 
strength he will be an England 
cricketer," One of his last per- 
formances after the outbreak of 
war was an innings of .178 not out 
against Essex. ; 2 

Being unable to play cricket 
again, Chester was selected in 1922 
as one of the umpires for first-class 
cricket, where he has shown’ the 
same watchfulness that he did at 
the crease. He-is not unlikely to 
be remembered with men. like 
Caldecourt. Thomas, Phillips, and 
others, as the great umpire of hig 
day. He was one of the first to 
stand near point when it suited him 
better. : 

He also adopted the practice of 
stooping to watch the tight of the 
hall when the bowler is crossing 
him. :

SOME CONMON FAULTS OF 
AMATEURS 


“HIT PAST THE CHIN” 

‘Ithink £ ought. to tell you (says 
@ sports writer), that, I have 
now made it practice, when taking 
exnert esvice, to instruct beforehand 
the person coucerned that in no cir. 
cunstances, no matter wha! the pre- 
vocation may he, must a word be utter- 
ed about“‘Head lifting” or ‘Looking at 
the ball,’ otherwise the lesson comes to 
an end at once, and payment is forfeit- 
ed. Only once has the injunction fail- 
ed of its purpose, and on the occasion 
in question the instructor, 2 North 
Countryman, unable, apparently, to 
restrain himself, blurted out ‘Keep 
your fathead still,’ and then, turning 
on his heels, walked away. He took 
me at my word” . _ 2 

it would seen that my -corespondent 
is not only a difficult, but a rather ec- 
eentrie person.. Anyhow, I will tell him 
at onee that. I have no intention of sup- 
plying the “cobwebby” answer, “Head. 
lifting,” as being the commonest golf_ 
ing fault.” “Head lifting,” which is 
calculated to throw the eyes off the 
ball, is an effect, and not a-cause, of 
so niuch of the bad golf which one en- 
eounters: 

Personally, Iam of opinion that the 
most common golfing fault is the keep- 
ing of too much weight on the left foot 
during the progress of the back swing 


Players imagine that they are execut- 


ing a body pivot, when, as a matter of 
fact, they are simply performing a 
rocking muvement of the shoulders, 
there being no transference of weight 
from*the left to the right foot. Any 
player can make the test for himself by 
stopping the swing at the top, and see- 
ing where the weight of the body prin- 
cipally lies. In the vast majority of 
cases it will be found to be on the left 
foot, and, moreover, that there has 
been scarcely’ any pivoting movement 

“What is the most comon fault in 
golf?” This ig the question put to 
me by a correspondent, who goes on to 
say, “I suppose you will. supply: the 
cob-webb’ answer, . ‘Head-lifting, of 
course.’ Whenever I seek advice from 
those competent to give it, and for 
which I pay—T have distributed a good 
deal of. money in this directio—I am 
invariably told, until I am sick to death 
of hearing it. ‘You must keep your 
head down, or ‘The-head must be kept 
perfectly still,” or some other varia-~ 
tion of these parrot cries. : 

“I know I must keep my head down, 
or still, and that I must lock at the 
ball, but E am never told how to do 
these things, When I top or pull, or 
slice, or take a divot in the wrong 
place, generally a foot behind the ball, 
the intelligentsia eoo softly, ‘Your head 
went up again, sir,’ or ‘You didn’t look 
at the ball.” Now I know quite -well 
that this is arrant nonsense, because 
when these regrettable occasions arise, 


as they do much too often, I am look- 


ire~at the ball when aiming. at it. 
“AS I see. it quite clearly, then it 
follows that the people to whom I hand 
Treasury notes are talking through 
their hats. If my head goes up like a 
‘Jack in the box,’ as one extremely rude 
person onee informed me, then I want 
to know what causes it to go up, be- 
cause ] can honestly say that I try my 
hardest to keep it down. Apparently, 
the only remedy for keeping it down 
would be to tie a hundredweight round 
my neck, but this, f am afraid, would 
neither be practicable nor permissible. 


The Hitting Position 


The position of the body, the arms, 
the wrists, the hands, and the club it- 
self at this stage suggest that, instead 
of the club having been swung to its 
position it has been placed there, and, 
in fact, for all the good such a “swing” 
can do, it might just as well have not 
been performed... The whole: obiect of 
the golf swing is to get into the most 
favourable and the most powerful hit- 
ting position possible; but this cannot 
be accomplished if the player just lifts 
the club to the top and-makes himself 
look like a trussed fowl in the process. 

In order to obtain the desired posi- 
tion the weight must ‘gradually be 
transferred from the left to the right 
foot and leg, and if at the same time 
there has been a proper pivot of the 
hips and the arms have been thrown 
-well out, the arc of the swing -will have 
brondened to its fullest extent. The 
great secret of long driving, says Mr. 
Jones, is the wide sweep of the club in

The human head, of which Jay cor: 
tespondent has a geod many things 
fo say, has a most important function 
lo perform: it acts as the anchor to 
the stroke. By this is meant that if 
the head is kept reasonably stilt-it will 
prevent any excesses on the part of the 
rotary members of the body—the legs, 
the hips, the shoulders, and the arms. 
In America there is a slogan about 
“Hitting past the chin,” which con 
tains a good many golfing truths. In 
the ‘address the chin is turned slightly 
to the right so that it points directly 
at the back of the ball. This turning 
process is particularly noticeable in the 
case of Mr. Jones, who makes it the 
initial movement in all his shots. 
Having got the chin at the back of 
the ball it is kept there until after im- 
vact, the arms and the shoulders work- 
ing past the chin in the downward 
blew. This “Hitting past the chin” is 
one of the best tips I have come across 
for some time .

HARNESSING THE MONSOONS

STORING. RAIN 
The « srage of rain water for 
purposes of irrigation has. been 
practised formany centuries by the 


hard-working people of Madras. | 


Large numbers of. tanks, some of 
them extensive, have been con- 


structed in the uplands of the Pre-| 


sidency, and across the rivers have 
been built hundreds of anicuts, or 
dams, which divert the flood water 
into aqueducts. For. many years 
pist the irrigation works have been 
the property of the Government, 
their administration being in the 
hands. of the Public’ Works Depart- 


ment of the Presidency of Madras.’ 


The reports published each Feir by 
this Department show that the 
labour -of repairing and maintain- 


ing the efficiency of existing works, | 


of constructing new ones, and of 
investigating néw projects and con- 
ducking surveys is being carried on 
ceaselessly, According to the last 
report, which covers the year end- 
ing June 30, 1928, the area under 
irrigation was. 7,190,939 acres, 
against 7,012,943 acres during the 
previous twelve months. The total 
ara under cultivation in the Pre- 
si mey during .the year was 
3u,358,078 acres, The non-irrigat- 
ed areas are termed “dry” land, and 
the crops situated in these regions 
ar: entirely dependent upon the 
monsoons for fruition. As will be 
seen, the irrigated area constituted 
18.65 per cent. of the total cultivat- 
ed area. The Governnient derives 
considerable revenue from its 
irrigation works. _During the 
twelve, months under review the total] 
outlay incurred was Ra. 2,16,52,160, 
and the total revenue realised Res. 
2,89,38,029,. It is sta-ad in the re 
port that good progress was made 
with the Cauvery-Mettur dam and 


canal works. At the end of June, }.
